DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title :—These rules may be called the 
Patent-; (Amendment) Rules, 1994. 

2. Tn rule 4 of the Patents Rules, 1972 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the principal rules), in sub-rule 
(1),— 

(a) in sub clause (i), after the words “under 
sections’’, the figures and letters “5(2), 
24-A, 24-B, 24-C” shall be inserted ; 

(b) in sub-clause (ii),after the words “under 
sections”, figures and letters “5(2), 24-A, 
24-B, 24-C” shall be inserted. 

3. After Chapter III of the principal rules, the 
following Chapter shall be inserted, namely :— 
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“CHAPTER 1II-A 
Exclusive Marketing Rights 

33-A. tiling of application :—Application covered 
under sub-section ( 2 ) of section 5 of the Act lur 
grant of Patent in respect of an invention shall be 
made to the Controller in From o3, 63-A 63-B, 
63-AB, 04, 64-A 64-B or 64-AB along with the fees 
as speeified in the First Schedule. 

33-B. The application for grant of exclusive 
marketing right—The application tor grant of exclu¬ 
sive iriaikcting right shall be made to the Controller 
in Form 03 along with the fees as specified in the 
First Sehetlle. if the Controller grants or refuses ex- 
clsive marketing right, he shall notify the same in 
the Official Gazette. 

33-C. Form for the grant of exclusive marketing 
right—Exclusive marketing right shall be granted in 
Form 66. 

33-D, Application for compulsory licence to sell 
or distribute oi for revocation of exclusive marketing 
right—-An application to the Controller for an order 
under section 84, section 89 or section 97, as modi¬ 
fied by section 24^C, shall be Form 67 or in Form 
68, as the case may be. Except in the case of an 
application made by the Central Government, the 
application shall set out the nature of the applicant's 
interest and the terms and conditions of the licence 
to which applicant is willing to accept. 

33-E. When a prima-facie case is not made out— 
(I ) Tf upon consideration of the evidence, the Com 
boiler is satisfied that a prima facie case has not been 
made out tor making an order under any of the sec¬ 
tions lefcried to in rule 33-D, he shall notify the 
applicant accordingly. Unless the applicant makes 
a request to be heard in the matter, the Controller 
shall refuse the application after the expiry of a 
period of thirty days from the date of receipt of the 
notice by the applicant. 

(2) If the applicant makes a request for hearing 
within the time allowed under sub-rule (1), the Con¬ 
troller shall, after giving the applicant an opportunity 
of being heard, determine whether the application 
may be proceeded with or it shall be refused. 

33-F. Notice of opposition against grant of com¬ 
pulsory licence or revocation of exclusive marketing 
right—(1) a Notice of opposition under sub-section 

(2) of section 92, as modified by section 24-C shall 
be given in Form 69 and shall sent to the Con¬ 
troller within sixty days from the date of the adrtu- 
tisemerit ol the application under sub-section (1) of 
the said section. (2) The notice of opposition refer¬ 
red to in sub-rule (1) shall include the terms and 
conditions of the licence, if any, the opponent is 
prepared to grant to the applicant and shall be acco¬ 
mpanied bv evidence in support of the opposition. 

(3) The opponent shall serve a copy of his notice 
of opposition and evidence on the applicant and 
notify the Controller when such service has been 
effected. 

(4) No further statement or evidence shall he 
delivered by either party except by leave of or on 
requisition by the Controller, 


fo ) The Controller shall thereafter appoint a date 
and time for the hearing of the case and shall give 
tne parties not less than ten days notice of such 
hearing. 

( 6 ) The procedure specified in sub-rule (2) to 

(5) of rule 44, shall so far as may be, apply to the 
procedure for hearing under this rule, as they apply 
lo the hearing of opposition to the grant of patents. 

33G|. Manner of advertisement of the order for 
revocation of exclusive marketing right.—The Con¬ 
troller shall advertise, in the Official Gazette, the 
order made by him under sub-section (3J of Sec¬ 
tion 89 lor revoking exclusive fight to sell or distri¬ 
bute. 

33F1. Application for the revision of the terms and 
conditions of a licence.— (1) An application under 
sub-section (5) of section 93, as modified by section 
24C, for the revision oi the termji and conditions of 
a licence which has been settled by the Controller 
shall be in Form 70 and shall state the facts relied 
upon by the applicant and the relief he seeks and 
shall be accompanied by evidence in support of the 
application. 

(2) If the Controller is satisfied that a prima 
facie case has not been made out for the revision of 
the terms and conditions of the licence, he may 
notify the applicant accordingly and unless within a 
period of thirty days the applicant requests to be 
heard in the matter the Controller may refuse appli¬ 
cation. 

(3) The Controller after giving the applicant an 
opportunity of being heard shall determine whether 
the application shall be proceeded with or it shall 
be refused. 

331. Procedure to be followed in case of applica¬ 
tions under rule 33H.—(1) If the Controller allows 
the application to be proceeded with, he shall direct 
the applicant to serve copies of the application and 
of the evidence in support thereof upon holder of 
exclusive marketing right or upon any other person 
on whom in his opinion, such copies should be 
served. 

(2) The applicant shall inform the Controller the 
date on which the service of copies of application 
and of the evidence on the holder of exclusive market¬ 
ing right and other persons referred to in sub-rule 
(1) has been effected. 

(3) The holder of the exclusive marketing right 
or any other person on whom copies of the applica¬ 
tion and of the evidence have been served may give 
the Controller a notice of opposition in Form 69 
within sixty days from the date of such service. Such 
notice shall contain the grounds relied upon by the 
opponent and shall be accompanied by evidence in¬ 
support of the opposition. 

(4) The opponent shall service copies of the 
notice of opposition and his evidence op the appli¬ 
cant and inform the Controller the date on which 
service has been made. 

(5) No further evidence or statement shall be 
filed by either party without special leave of or on 
requsnion by the controller. 
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(6) On completion of the above proceedings or 
at such other time as lie may deem fit, the Controller 
shall appoint a date and the time for the hearing 
of the case and shall give the parties not less rhun 
ten days' notice of such hearing. 

(7) The procedure specified in sub-rule (2) to 
(5) of rule 44 shall, so far as m>iy bc s apply to the 
procedure for hearings under this rule as they apply 
to the hearings of opposition to the grant of a 
patent. 

(8) If the Controller decided to revise the terms 
and conditions of licence he shall amend the licence 
granted to the applicant in such manner as lie may 
deem necessary. 


Register of exclusive marketing rights.-—There 
shall be kept at the Head Office of the Patent Office 
and at its Branch Offices a Register of Exclusive 
Marketing Rights and all entries relating to exclusive 
marketing rights shall be made therein.
